H. R. Fuller, of Beaver Falla, Pa., ;

This request is a new departure in 
Kentucky, but a year ago the laws 
governing the Presbyterian church 
were amended as to make two Presby- 
teries in one locality possible, the di- 
visions being made for the benefit of 
the negro race. 

An argument advanced in favor of 
such a system is that the negroes them- 
selves know better the conditions of 
their race and can better understand 
how to deal with their race from a re- 
ligious point of view.

State Fire Marshal’s Report. 

P Nctwithstandi' g that in a recent 
speech made by Governor Wilson, in 
which he sa’d the night riders organi- 
zation in Kenticky included a member- 
ship of .38,000 with fire brands ready tc 
desfoy property, the complete report 
of Fire Marshal W. F. Niekirk showe 
that the property loss during this year 
is but little greater than that of previ- 
ous years. 

The total amount of value of the 
moerty involved in fires was $6,.514.- 
770. The total insurance thereon was 
$3,C32.557, and the total loss to the in- 
surance companies was $753,120. 

Thera was altogether a total of 1,579 
fires, of which 1,047 were frame and 
508 brick or stone, and 24 buildings of 
other material. The greatest property 
loss was in Jefferson county, where 
there was nearly a half million dollars 
paid out by the insurance companies 
and loss by property holders. 

Kenton county’s loss was compara- 
tively small despite the fact that it 
contains the second city in the State 
in population, but Fayette county’s 
loss runs up to $200,000. 

Of the known causes of the fire de- 
fective flues wrought the greatest dam- 
age, causing 240 flies, while sparls 
from chimneys, causing 149 fires, was 
second. There were more than 315 fires 
the cause of which was unknown. 

Although the dark tobacco district 
and the burley tobacco district is alleg- 
ed to have been terrorized by the night 
riders, only 37 fires are reported of in- 
cendiary origin. The property loss 
involved in incendiary fires was $169,- 
443, of which there was $44,800 insur- 
ance, r.o that thp loss above the insur- 
ance was $84,230.
